A DUTY— THE CRIPPLED 
CHILDREN’S HOSPITALS 


A few weeks ago I was present at a clinic conducted by Dr. 
Hatt of the Springfield unit of the Crippled Children’s Hospital. 
It was held in the rooms of the Shrine Club of Palestine Temple 
at Providence. It consisted of the annual examination and 
check-up of about 100 children who had been discharged after 
treatment. 


To see these children in their street clothing, and the mothers, 
fathers, brothers or sisters who came with them, gave some idea 
of their real environment and convincing proof of the great 
chance they had been given,—that would not have been possible 
were it not for the good work of the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine. 


The physical condition of the child compared to photographic 
record and charts of the treatments revealed the wonderful 
skill of Doctor Hatt—the “‘miracle man.’ The radiant smiles 
of the children as they gave proof of their ability to walk, to 
skip and to run,—the words of gratitude expressed by the 
parents, the proof of the marvelously improved condition of 
the little patients, just forced a compelling sense of under- 
standing of how real a service is being done, and makes one 
proud he is a Shriner and privileged to give his individual 
support in so small a way, 


There is such a glory about it all that somehow you cannot 
help feeling that God smiles and gives His benediction to an 
organization that shows its love and consideration for His lictle 
children, 


All of us may have perplexing problems and in certain things 
encounter difficulties and discouragements, but very few, if any, 
of us have ever had so great a handicap as these crippled 
children. 


Because this is so, it means that once the Shrine became 
dedicated to so noble a cause there can be no abandonment of 
this humanitarian service. It must continue, and you = 1, so 
far as we can, must guarantee that it will. 


It is said that the good deeds of men live after them .No ~~" 
if you had riches you would bestow them to assist humanity 
and perpetuate worthy ideals, Few men have great wealth; but 
most of us have something, and out of that little are veiling to 
shares 


To give every Noble an opportunity. To make it possible that 
a kind deed of his may carry on and help the Crippled Children; 
a practical plan has been established. It is possible for each of. 1 
to reach out and add a beam to the star of hope that will some 
day shine for some little child with a twisted body. It will give 
him a chance to run the race of life as near the normal state 
as the skill of a great doctor can provide. 


That you may clearly understand the exact provisions that 
have been enacted into the Code of the Imperial Council a 
statement prepared by the Hon. James R. Watt, Secretary’ of 
the Board of Trustees of the Shriners’ Hospitals for Crippled 
Children follows. 


“ATTENTION NOBLES!” 


Here is your opportunity to assist in endowing our Hospitals 
for all time. 


At the Session of The Imperial Council, A.A.O.N.M.S., held 
at Atlantic City, in July, 1933, Section 95 of Article XI, of The 
Imperial Council By-Laws, was amended by adding the following 
paragraph: 


‘Provided, however, that any member upon the payment of 
the sum of sixty dollars ($60.00) shall receive a receipt therefor 
from the Recorder of his Temple, and shall be exempt from any 
further assessment for the Shriners’ Hospitals for Crippled 
Children. Upon the payment of such sum to the Recorder, 
he shall cause his record to show the exemption of such member 
from future Hospital assessments.” 


Another paragraph provides that all moneys so collected 
shall be turned over to the Imperial Treasurer and by. him 
invested in United States Government bonds or bonds of 
State, Counties and Cities bearing certain ratings. Only the 
income from this fund is to be paid to the general fund for the 
operation and maintenance of the Hospitals. 


By this amendment Nobles are now permitted to. become a 
permanent contributor to the Hospital Maintenance, for the 
income from your $60.00 will continue its good work long aftér 
the call of the Black Camel. A Noble does not have to be 2 
Life Member of his Temple to take advantage of this Beep: 
but does become a Life Member of the Hospital Fund. 


Let us all help the Hospital cause by building up a permanent 
income, and at the same time have the satisfaction of knowing 
that we have assisted in one of the greatest, if not the greatest 
charity. 


Send $60.00 to your Recorder, get a receipt for Life Meier 
ship in the Hospital Endowment Fund! 


I am so convinced that this plan is the right way to support 
the hospitals and so certain that this service has dignified the 
Shrine and lifted it to a higher plane than it was before, given 
to it a heart and purpose that surpasses material things, that 
as your Potentate I urge you do your part and assure you that, 
to practice what I preach, I have done mine.

It is expected 
therefore that the Nobles who have received the 
Recorder’s letter will make acknowledgement in 
order that a clear understanding may be had. The 
letters will be treated as confidential.

the obligations to the Imperial Council, and from
